PREFACE

After several years in the Hare Krsna movement, I encountered 
some extraordianry losses in employment, material possessions, 
friends and even close family members. Why, I wondered, would 
the Supreme Personality of Godhead, in whom I had devotedly 
taken shelter, suddenly leave me bereft of all standing and support.? 

After all, I was trying to utilize everything in one way or the 
other in His service. Why, would He so drastically reduce my facility 
to render Him service.? 2 

Bewildered and full of remorse, I dove into Srila Prabhupada‘s 
books to find an explanation for my sudden change of fortune. 

After a period of deep study and reflection I began to understand 
something about the Lord‘s special favour upon me. Wanting to 
help encourage other devotees to study His Divine Grace‘s books 
for answers to material and spiritual problems which they were 
encountering, I began to consider the idea of writing a reference 
book organized around natural numerical groupings found 
throughout Srila Prabhupada‘s books, For example, one—Supreme 
Personality of Godhead, two— Sti Sri Radha Krsna, three—Holy 
Dhamas, four—Sankha, gada, cakra, and padma, eight—main gopies; 
etc. The miscellaneous category includes topics of either lesser 
importance than those listed or those of very peculiar nature. 

By presenting this ‘Nectar from Numbers‘ (Anka Sudhanidhi) I 
hope to accomplish the followings: 

1. To provide a handy reference guide for preachers. 

2. To provide an additional index for researchers. 

3. To provide a reference for lecturers and teachers 
in preparing Srimad Bhagavad-gita and Srimad 
Bhagavatam classes.
